During  the  school  year,  from  7  to  9  every  night,  except  Saturdays  and 
Sundays,  the  University  offers  special  courses  in  college  subjects.  Two 
hours  each  week  are  given  in  each  subject  (except  Philosophy)  for  two 
semesters,  making  a  total  of  four  semester  hours,  or  two  year  hours,  of 
credit  for  each  subject.  Philosophy  is  given  four  times  a  week  for  two 
semesters,  making  a  total  credit  of  eight  semester  hours,  or  four  year 
hours.  A  student  must  limit  the  number  of  subjects  taken  by  the  leisure 
he  has  for  home  study.  The  schedule  elected  should  be  approved  by  the 
Dean.

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FEES 

All  students  are  charged  the  usual  yearly  registration  fee  of  $5.00  for 
the  Part-Time  Courses.

The  tuition  for  the  Night  Courses  is  as  follows: 

For  the  first  course  of  two  hours  a  week,  $20.00;  each  additional  course 
of  two  hours  a  week  carries  a  fee  of  $10.00,  up  to  $50.00,  which  is  the 
maximum  fee. 

No  student  may  change  a  course  or  withdraw  from  a  course  without 
the  approval  of  the  Dean.  UnleS'S  this  approval  has  been  obtained,  no 
refund  whatsoever  will  be  made  for  withdrawal  from  any  course.

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FOEEWOED 


In  these  feverish  days  of  economic  reconstruction  there  is  a  rapidly 
growing  demand  for  trained  experts  in  the  different  departments  of 
business  life.  To  meet  this  demand,  no  more  effective  way  can  be  de- 
vised than  that  of  instruction  given  to  our  young  men  and  women  by 
those  whose  experience  entitles  them  to  speak  with  authority  on  the 
complex  problems  of  trade,  commerce  and  finance. 

ACCOUNTANCY 

Following  the  example  of  the  best  Schools  of  Commerce  and  Finance 
in  the  country,  the  course  in  Accountancy  has  been  lengthened  to  four 
years.  Ordinarily,  those  who  finish  the  three-year  course  found  no  diffi- 
culty in  passing  the  examination  required  for  a  Certified  Public  Ac- 
countant's Certificate.  However,  the  greater  need  for  specialization  in 
the  field  of  Accountancy  and  the  greater  demand  for  Cost  Accounting 
have  made  it  necessary  to  add  another  year,  which  deals  with  Cost  Ac- 
counting, Auditing,  Income  Tax  and  C.  P.  A.  problems. 

The  first  year  of  the  Accountancy  course  consists  in  a  thorough  study 
of  the  methods  of  bookkeeping,  and  drills  the  student  in  office  practice. 
The  second  and  third  year  take  up  Advanced  Accountancy  as  such — 
Controlling  Accounts,  Corporations,  Partnerships,  Auditing,  Bases  of 
"^''aluation.  Mergers.  No  feature  of  modern  business  which  would  come 
v/lthin  the  accountant's  scope  is  overlooked.  The  famous  Walton  Texts 
are  used  throughout  all  the  courses  in  Accountancy. 

The  professors  in  this  department  are  all  men  of  experience.  All  of 
them  have  taught  this  matter  for  years  and  most  of  them  hold  the' 
C.  P.  A.  certificate  and  follow  Accountancy  as  their  profession. 

COMMEECIAL   LAW,    BANKING,    COEPOEATION    FINANCE 

It  has  been  found  eminently  useful  for  the  business  man  of  today  to 
liave  a  practical  knowledge  of  commercial  law.  The  course  given  in  this 
subject  deals  with  legal  instruments,  insurance  and  banking  laws.  The 
demand  for  a  thorough  scientific  knowledge  of  banking  methods  and 
of  corporation  finance  has  made  courses  in  these  subjects  advisable.  The 
various  phases  of  money  and  banking,  and  investments,  together  with  a 
thorough  study  of  the  laws  and  conditions  of  financial  organization, 
dividends  and  incorporation,  are  fully  covered  by  these  courses.

INSURANCE  AND  REAL  ESTATE 

This  year  Loyola  is  offering  new  courses  in  Insurance  and  Eeal  Estate. 
With  the  active  cooperation  of  the  local  chapter  of  Life  Insurance 
Writers,  courses  will  be  given  that  will  prepare  the  student  to  take  the 
examinations  leading  to  the  C.  L.  U.  certificate.  We  would  advise  pros- 
prjctive  C.  L.  U.  students  to  confine  their  attention  to  three,  or  at  the 
most,  to  four  subjects. 

The  New  Orleans  Board  of  Eeal  Estate  is  sponsoring  a  course  in  the 
Principles  of  Eeal  Estate,  and  contemplates  additional  courses  as  the 
demand  increases. 


OTHER  COURSES 

Those  who  wish  to  take  Commercial  Spanish,  French,  History, 
Philosophy,  Mathematics,  etc.,  should  apply  for  a  bulletin  of  the  Night 
Part-Time  Courses. 


TUITION,  FEES  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  tuition  for  one  course  is  $20.00  per  year.  Each  additional  course 
will  be  $10.00  more. 

All  students  are  charged  the  usual  yearly  registration  fee  of  $5.00. 

Payments  must  be  made  semi-annually  and  must  be  made  in  advance. 
No  tuition  will  be  refunded  to  any  student,  except  in  case  of  pro- 
tracted illness. 

The  passing  mark  is  70  in  all  subjects  and  54  is  a  failure.  A  mark  be- 
tween these  two  entitles  the  student  to  au other  examination.  The  fee 
i'or  this  conditional  examination  is  $2.00.

ATTENDANCE 

Accountancy  and  the  other  commercial  subjects  here  described  require 
wl.olehearted  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  student  who  would  attain 
success.  Hence,  we  find  it  necessary  to  refuse  examinations  to  anyone 
whose  absences  exceed  the  maximum  allowed. 
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
